Home, May 20—One or the unusua 


method* adopted by the Italian navy 
department lo fight the submarines Is 
to or(tilj) a largo number of specially 
constniulcii flat curs with light can- 
non and distribute them along the rail 
road lines that run near (he sea. In 
some cases llicie fortresses on wheels 
cruise together made up in sections, 
with the 70 men at each scclion, all 
expert gunners housed In box cars thai 
xccomuany the armored cars. On one 
of the cars of the section is a huge slg- 
lal ladder ivhero a lookout is stationed. 
This arm has proven effective in de- 
stroying submarines that venture close 
lo shore.
